For some embodiments, the polymer layer 18 is a polyethylene. The polymer layer is an 
ink receiving layer. The polymer layer is also an image imparting layer. For some embodiments, 
the polymer layer has adhesive properties. The polyethylene is extrudable or co-extrudable with 
another resin with a melt index of about 20 to 3,000, and most preferred, ethylene acrylic acid, 
EAA, with a melt index from about 2 dg/minute to 3,000 dg/minute as measured by ASTM D- 
1238-79.
